He  begins  by  examining 
some  of  the  iconic  images  of  the  war, 
showing  how  their  meaning  has  changed 
over  time  and  placing  them  in  the  context 
of  other  American  representations  of 
warfare,  from  the  heroic  paintings  of  the 
Revolutionary  era  through  Civil  War 
photography  to  the  "virtual"  imagery  of 
the  Gulf  War.  Subsequent  chapters 
explore  the  forgotten  history  of  the 
antiwar  movement  all  the  way  back  to 
1945;  literature  by  Vietnam  veterans;  the 
crucial  role  of  Vietnam  in  politics,  the 
media,  and  the  "culture  wars"  still  raging 
in  America;  interactions  between  the  war 
and  America's  technological  imagination, 
including  such  manifestations  as  super- 
weapons,  Star  Trek,  and  other  science 
fiction;  and  the  genesis  and  persistent 
influence  of  the  POW/MIA  myth. 

Throughout  the  book  Franklin 
explores  the  complex  interplay  of 
culture,  technology,  politics,  and  power.

Society  Blues 
Elijah  Wald 


The  first  major  biography  of  a 
legendary  performer 

A  gifted  and  charismatic  entertainer, 
Josh  White  (1914-1969)  was  one  of  the 
best-known  folk-blues  artists  of  his  day. 
In  the  early  1960s,  one  survey  ranked  him 
as  America's  third  most  popular  male 
folksinger.  surpassed  only  by  Pete  Seeger 
and  Bob  Dylan.  He  appeared  on  national 
television,  performed  at  numerous 
college  concerts  and  club  dates,  and 
released  several  dozen  albums — all 
featuring  his  distinctive  guitar  style, 
supple  voice,  and  unique  showmanship. 

In  this  compelling  biography,  Elijah 
Wald  traces  White's  journey  from  the 
"colored"  side  of  Greenville,  South 
Carolina,  to  the  heights  of  Manhattan 
cafe  society.  He  explores  the  complexi- 
ties of  White's  music,  his  struggles  with 
discrimination  and  stereotypes,  his 
political  involvements,  and  his  some- 
times raucous  personal  life. 

White  was  always  drawn  to  music  and 
by  the  age  of  ten  was  leading  blind  blues 
and  gospel  singers  around  the  South.  By 
the  1930s  he  had  become  a  blues  record- 
ing star  himself,  and  in  the  1940s  he  was 
discovered  by  a  white  audience  and 
regularly  appeared  in  New  York  cabarets 
alongside  such  artists  as  Billie  Holiday. 
He  also  became  an  outspoken  proponent 
of  civil  rights  and  frequently  appeared  at 
rallies  and  benefits,  singing  songs  against 
segregation.  He  was  one  of  the  few  black 
figures  to  star  on  Broadway  and  appear 
in  Hollywood  films,  the  only  black  solo 
peformer  to  have  his  own  national  tour, 
and  a  daring  sex  symbol  with  adoring 
fans  on  both  sides  of  the  color  line. 

In  the  1950s,  White  won  acclaim  in 
Europe,  then  saw  his  achievements 


collapse  in  the  polarized  political  ferment 
of  the  McCarthy  era.  Attempting  to 
strike  a  balance  that  would  keep  his 
career  afloat,  he  instead  succeeded  in 
alienating  both  political  camps.  Although 
still  a  star  in  England,  he  became  the 
forgotten  man  at  home  until  his  resurrec- 
tion in  the  folk  revival.

Reading  these  essays,  we  come 
to  see  that  the  forms  created  by  one 
group  often  appeal  to,  and  are  in  turn 
influenced  by,  other  groups — across  lines 
of  race,  ethnicity,  class,  gender,  region, 
and  age. 

The  chapters  speak  to  one  another, 
arguing  for  the  primacy  of  such  concepts 
as  minstrelsy,  urbanization,  hybridity, 
and  crossover  as  the  most  powerful  tools 
for  understanding  American  popular 
music.  Moving  beyond  outdated  music- 
industry  categories  and  misleading  genre 
labels,  while  acknowledging  the  com- 
plexities of  the  market,  the  book  recovers 
and  reinforces  the  essential  blackness  of 
much  popular  music — even  a  presum- 
ably white  form  like  country  and 
western.

As  Americans  enter  the  new  century, 
their  interest  in  the  past  has  never  been 
greater.  In  record  numbers  they  visit 
museums  and  historic  sites,  attend 
commemorative  ceremonies  and 
festivals,  watch  historically  based  films, 
and  reconstruct  family  genealogies.

Each  chapter 
investigates  a  specific  encounter  between 
Americans  and  their  history:  the  building 
of  a  pacifist  war  memorial  in  a  rural 
Massachusetts  town;  the  politics  behind 
the  creation  of  a  new  historical  festival  in 
San  Francisco;  the  letters  Ken  Burns 
received  in  response  to  his  film  series  on 
the  Civil  War;  the  differing  perceptions 
among  black  and  white  residents  as  to 
what  makes  an  urban  neighborhood 
historic;  and  the  efforts  to  identify  certain 
places  in  California  as  worthy  of 
commemoration.  Along  the  way, 
Glassberg  reflects  not  only  on  how 
Americans  understand  and  use  the  past, 
but  on  the  role  of  professional  historians 
in  that  enterprise.

When  The  Trustees  of  Reservations  was 
founded  in  1891  as  America's  first  private, 
statewide  conservancy,  belief  in  the 
restorative  powers  of  nature  was  a 
relatively  new  idea  in  America.  Gradu- 
ally, the  colonial  impulse  to  subjugate 
the  wild  was  transformed  into  a  humanis- 
tic reverence  for  the  spiritual  power  of 
nature,  and  land  was  set  aside  for 
preservation.  Thanks  to  the  efforts  of 
The  Trustees  of  Reservations  and  many 
others,  Massachusetts  now  has  1.1 
million  acres  of  land  permanently 
protected  from  development — more  than 
one-fifth  of  the  state. 

The  custodians  and  promoters  of  this 
remarkable  legacy  of  conservation 
include  town  and  city  governments,  state 
and  federal  agencies,  nonprofit  organiza- 
tions, private  institutions,  and  generous 
landowners,  all  of  whom  have  been 
influenced  by  the  work  of  The  Trustees 
of  Reservations. 

Land  of  the  Commonwealth  is  the  first 
photographic  book  devoted  exclusively 
to  the  conserved  landscapes  of  a  single 
state.  It  is  both  a  visual  introduction  to 
the  diverse  natural  and  cultural  sites  that 
have  been  protected  and  a  tribute  to  the 
accomplishments  of  all  those  who  have 
worked  to  safeguard  Massachusetts's  rich 
landscape  heritage. 

Organized  geographically  into  five 
regional  sections,  the  book  uses  spectacu- 


lar color  photographs  by  Richard  Cheek 
to  capture  the  scenic,  historic,  and 
ecological  dimensions  of  the  conserved 
landscapes  of  Massachusetts.

A  noted  sociologist  explores  the 
hazards  of  everyday  life  in  contem- 
porary Amencan  society 


At  its  heart,  this  book  is  a  collection  of 
personal  accounts  that  speak  to  a  variety 
of  social  concerns,  from  youth  crime  and 
domestic  violence  to  public  education 
and  health  care.  Told  by  children  as  well 
as  adults,  these  stories  offer  illuminating 
if  sometimes  disturbing  testimony  about 
the  circumstances  of  life  in  the  contem- 
porary United  States.  One  story,  for 
example,  depicts  the  precarious  world  of 
a  thirteen-year-old  drug  dealer.  Another 
presents  the  searing  narrative  of  a 
woman  convicted  of  killing  her  abusive 
husband.  Still  another  tells  the  painful 
saga  of  an  "atomic"  war  veteran  fighting 
the  ravages  of  a  disease  induced  and  then 
denied  by  his  own  government. 

If  the  stories  gathered  by  Thomas  J. 
Cottle  seem  removed  from  the  experi- 
ence of  some  Americans,  his  telling  of 
them  often  blurs  the  line  between  the 
extraordinary  and  the  ordinary.  As  he 
explains  in  his  introduction,  the  rules  and 
rituals,  institutions  and  conventions  that 
define  our  social  life  link  us  in  a  fragile 
web  of  interdependence,  what  Cottle 
calls  "the  ecology  of  peril."  Viewed  in 
this  fight,  the  lives  we  lead  are  all  in  some 
sense  "at  risk,"  ever  vulnerable  to  the 
harsh  vicissitudes  of  inequity  and 
injustice. 

Cottle  organizes  his  narratives  into 
four  sections-on  the  perils  of  health, 
family,  school,  and  society  at  large.  He 
concludes  with  an  afterword  that 
addresses  some  of  the  methodological 
issues  raised  by  his  approach.  A  blend  of 
subjective  insight  and  objective  assess- 


ment, art  and  science,  this  book  repre- 
sents a  vision  of  sociology  as  Cottle  has 
practiced  and  refined  it  for  more  than 
thirty  years.  Alternately  described  as 
"story  sociology"  or  "life  study  research," 
its  aim  is  to  recover  the  personal,  human 
dimension  so  often  overlooked  in  the 
scientific  study  of  society.

In  this  selection  of  columns  and 
profiles,  Lupo  vividly  evokes  the  poetry, 
passion,  and  daily  struggles  of  common 
men  and  women.  We  meet  the  aging 
burlesque  comedian,  the  bookie  who 
swore  he  would  not  rat  on  his  Mob 
associates,  the  dealer  in  secondhand 
clothing,  the  aunt  and  uncle  who  would 
never  move  up  to  a  better  apartment. 
Lupo  captures  the  humor  as  well  as  the 
pathos  of  people  in  transition  from 
insularity  to  assimilation,  delineating 
their  lamentations  and  wisecracks,  their 
fatalistic  humor  and  street  smarts.

In  three  novellas  and  two  short  stories, 
Hribal  traces  the  arcs  of  emotion  and 
action  that  can  follow  on  the  heels  of 
calamity.  In  the  title  novella,  a  divorced 
woman  whose  oldest  son  is  hit  and  killed 
by  a  reckless  driver  struggles  to  come  to 
terms  both  with  her  grief  and  with  the 
wreckage  of  her  life  since  her  marriage 
ended.  In  "War  Babies,"  the  sister  of  a 
woman  killed  in  what  may  or  may  not  be 
an  industrial  accident  tries  to  imagine  the 
circumstances  leading  up  to  her  sister's 
death,  believing  that  in  knowledge  there 
could  be  solace.  A  different  tack  is  taken 
by  the  central  character  in  "Consent,"  a 
real  estate  developer  who  has  to  deal 
with  a  drowning  that  occurs  in  his 
newest  subdivision:  his  reconstruction  of 
the  event  carries  him  into  dangerous 
moral  territory. 

But  not  all  the  territory  here  is 
dangerous.  The  novella  "And  That's  the 
Name  of  That  Tune"  features  a  narrator 
who  recalls  his  father's  escapades  in  a  bar 
when  the  son  was  his  seven-year-old 
companion.  Tender,  compassionate, 


bewildered — the  son  strives  to  under- 
stand the  havoc  his  father  inflicts  on  his 
family.

An  investigation  of  one  city's 
emergence  as  a  safe  haven  for 
fugitive  slaves 

Between  1790  and  the  Civil  War,  New 
Bedford,  Massachusetts,  became  known 
not  only  as  the  whaling  capital  of  the 
world  but  also  as  one  of  the  greatest 
asylums  for  fugitive  slaves.  As  many  as 
700  of  the  city's  black  residents  were  said 
to  be  fugitives.  Among  those  who  found 
safe  haven  there  were  Frederick 
Douglass,  Henry  Box  Brown,  and  others 
whose  accounts  of  escape  from  bondage 
were  published  and  widely  circulated 
among  reformers  of  both  races.  But  how 
did  New  Bedford  come  to  be  seen  as  a 
haven  for  fugitives,  and  was  antislavery 
truly,  as  one  whaling  merchant  put  it, 
"the  ruling  sentiment  of  the  town"? 

In  this  well-researched  study,  Kathryn 
Grover  addresses  these  questions.  She 
documents  fugitive  traffic  in  and  around 
New  Bedford  and  analyzes  it  within 
several  spheres — the  origins,  persistence, 
and  growth  of  the  city's  African  Ameri- 
can community;  the  place  of  Quaker 
ideology  in  shaping  the  extent  and 
character  of  local  opposition  to  slavery;

From  Samuel  Morton's  collection  of 
Native  American  skulls  to  William 
James's  writings  on  the  consciousness  of 
lost  limbs,  this  book  examines  a  startling 
array  of  artifacts  that  reflect  nineteenth- 
century  thinking  about  madness,  race, 
and  gender.  According  to  Thomas 
Cooley.  what  unites  these  seemingly 
disconnected  cultural  fragments  is  the 
governing  model  of  "psychology."  as  it 
was  just  then  coming  to  be  called,  that 
shaped  the  American  understanding  of 
"mind"  before  the  age  of  Freud. 

Essentially  a  "faculty"  psychology,  this 
model  conceived  of  the  human  mind  as  a 
set  of  separate  roomlike  compartments, 
each  with  its  proper  office  or  capacity. 
Under  this  architecture,  a  healthy  mind 
was  characterized  by  the  harmonious 
interrelation  of  these  faculties:  madness, 
conversely,  was  believed  to  occur  when 
the  "chambers "  of  the  mind  became  cut 
off  from  one  another.  In  addition,  gender 
and  racial  qualities  were  associated  with 
different  mental  functions:  the  reasoning 
intellect  took  on  a  "masculine"  and 
white"  valence,  while  the  emotions  and 
appetitive  faculties  were  considered 
"  feminine"  or  "black." 

What  was  thought  to  be  true  for  the 
individual  also  applied  to  the  group. 
Thus  a  balanced  mind,  a  happy  marriage, 
and  a  strong  nation  all  drew  their 
legitimacy  from  the  same  essentially 
racist  and  sexist  model,  one  that  posited  a 
union  of  parts  arrayed  in  an  ostensibly 


natural  hierarchy  of  authority.  In  effect  a 
master  slave  psychology,  this  paradigm 
prevailed  in  American  thought  until  the 
end  of  the  nineteenth  century.  As  Cooley 
shows,  it  profoundly  shaped  artifacts  of 
.American  high  culture  as  well  as  low — 
from  the  writings  of  Hawthorne.  Stowe. 
Douglass.  Dickinson,  and  the  Jameses  to 
political  speeches,  medical  treatises, 
phrenological  sculptures,  and  sideshow 
exhibitions.

With  the  collapse  of  the  Soviet  Union 
and  the  end  of  the  Cold  War.  American 
decision  makers  have  been  forced  to 
confront  anew  questions  about  the  role 
of  the  United  States  in  world  affairs. 
What  are  the  responsibilities  of  the 
United  States  toward  other  countries? 
What  are  the  appropriate  uses  and 
limitation  of  American  power?

However  U.S.  policymakers  may 
resolve  such  issues,  their  thinking  will 
be  influenced  by  assumptions  deeply 
embedded  in  American  culture.

But  others  are  rooted  in  what 
Susan  ML  Matarese  calls  the  "national 
image" — a  set  of  emotionally  charged, 
relatively  coherent  ideas  about  the 
special  qualities  of  the  United  States 
and  its  place  in  the  world. 

Building  on  a  long  tradition  of 
scholarship  that  looks  to  works  of 
literature  for  insights  into  national  myths 
and  symbols.  Matarese  examines  a  rich 
trove  of  Utopian  fiction  written  by 
Americans  during  the  late  nineteenth 
century.  Such  waitings,  she  shows, 
provide  a  useful  window  into  the  popular 
imagination,  revealing  widely  shared 
notions  about  the  foreign  policy  of  an 
idealized  America — notions  that  have 
proven  remarkably  resilient  in  the 
twentieth  century  as  well.  Indeed,  even 
in  the  post-Cold  War  era.  one  can  find 
striking  similarities  between  the  foreign 


policy  goals  of  the  Bush  and  Clinton 
administrations  and  the  dreams  of 
America's  Utopian  architects  a  century 
earlier. 

The  author  concludes  with  an  appeal 
for  greater  humility  and  realism  in  the 
formation  of  U.S.  foreign  policy,  and  a 
recognition  of  the  limits  of  .American 
power  in  what  is  likely  to  be  an  increas- 
lnglv  fluid,  fragmented,  and  multipolar 
world.

The  Mesquakie  peoples  of  present-day 
Iowa,  historically  known  as  the  "Fox," 
are  at  the  center  of  White  Robe's  Dilemma. 
An  encounter  with  the  French  in  the 
Great  Lakes  region,  their  original 
homeland,  marked  their  first  appearance 
in  Euro-American  history.  Targeted  for 
annihilation  after  they  refused  alliance 
with  the  French,  they  nevertheless 
endured,  reappearing  again  and  again  in 
the  records  of  the  English  and  Americans 
as  well  as  the  French. 

Over  the  years,  the  resistance  of  the 
Mesquakies  has  taken  many  forms, 
diplomatic  and  military,  economic  and 
cultural.  They  have  rejected  Christianity 
for  the  most  part,  and  ridiculed  the  many 
anthropologists  who  keep  coming  to 
study  them.  A  substantial  number  have 
managed,  unlike  virtually  any  other 
Indian  group  in  the  United  States,  to 
elude  the  reservation  system  by  buying 
and  main-taining  their  own  settlement. 
Several  have  made  important  contribu- 
tions to  the  literature  in  English  by 
Indians,  as  has  Black  Hawk,  of  the 
confederate  Sauk,  whose  autobiography 
has  been  in  print  since  the  Jacksonian 
period;  William  Jones,  who  became  a 
student  of  renowned  anthropologist 
Franz  Boaz;  and  Ray  Young  Bear,  author 
of  the  highly  regarded  autobiography, 
Black  Eagle  Child  or  The  Facepaint 
Narratives. 

In  this  intriguing  study,  Neil  Schmitz 
imaginatively  reconstructs  and  carefully 
analyzes  the  multiple  legacies  of  the 
Mesquakie  people.  He  shows  how  the 


complex  story  of  their  survival  raises 
critical  questions  about  the  representa- 
tion of  Indians  in  American  literature  and 
history. 

Although  the  Mesquakies  are  central 
to  the  book,  Schmitz  ranges  widely 
through  American  literature  both  by  and 
about  Indians.  Chapters  on  Standing  Bear 
and  Black  Elk  reopen  the  issue  of  agency 
and  status,  and  reposition  their  tribal 
history.  Helen  Hunt  Jackson's  A  Century 
of  Dishonor  and  Elaine  Goodale  Eastman's 
Sister  of  the  Sioux  are  given  extensive 
readings.  In  pointed  example  and 
comparison,  the  author's  broad  knowl- 
edge of  American  literature  repeatedly 
shows  itself.

American  Women  and 
Ethnic  Food

Essays  on  the  significance  of  ethnic 
food  in  contemporary  American 
culture 


For  many  Americans,  eating  ethnic  food 
is  so  commonplace  as  to  be  taken  for 
granted.  Yet,  whether  we  acknowledge  it 
or  not,  such  foods  create  a  powerful 
social  language  that  speaks  of  cultural 
traditions  and  tastes  that  have  been 
handed  down  from  one  generation  to  the 
next  and,  in  some  cases,  appropriated  and 
commodified  by  American  commercial 
culture.  Ethnic  cooking  represents  both  a 
source  of  sustenance  and  a  complex  form 
of  communication. 

In  this  volume,  eleven  scholars  explore 
the  role  of  ethnic  food  in  American 
culture,  with  a  particular  focus  on 
women.  The  first  six  chapters  offer 
personal  accounts  of  the  ways  in  which 
ethnic  meals  are  embedded  in  women's 
memories  and  fortify  their  connections 
to  one  another.  From  a  Sicilian-born 
mother  who  affirms  her  allegiance  to  her 
heritage  through  the  loving  preparation 
of  traditional  tomato  sauce  and  pasta,  to 
a  Swedish  American  woman  whose 
dozens  of  boxes  of  recipe  cards  docu- 
ment a  process  of  cultural  assimilation, 
to  an  Armenian  American  who  uses  a 
shared  passion  for  cooking  to  forge  a 
relationship  with  her  lover's  family — 
these  essays  speak  in  a  personal  voice 
about  the  power  of  food  as  a  marker  of 
women's  identity. 

The  final  five  chapters  take  a  more 
analytic  approach,  scrutinizing  the  social 
and  political  aspects  of  ethnic  food  and 
the  phenomenon  of  "culinary  tourism." 
One  essay  offers  a  brilliant  meditation  on 


the  gendered  discourse  of  cooking  in  the 
Mexican  American  community,  showing 
how  food  preparation  provides  many 
Chicanas  with  a  vital  language  of  self- 
expression.  Another  essay  probes  the 
author's  penchant  for  Thai  food  and 
other  cuisines  from  economically 
dominated  cultures,  situating  it  in  the 
context  of  a  larger  system  of  privilege 
and  oppression  and  as  a  form  of  cultural 
colonialism.  By  going  beyond  the 
obvious,  these  essays  challenge  our 
assumptions  and  expand  our  understand- 
ing of  the  significance  of  ethnic  food  in 
women's  lives.

A  new  edition  of  a  classic  work  on 
garden  and  landscape  design 


Martha  Brookes  Hutcheson  (1871-1959) 
was  one  of  the  first  American  women 
landscape  architects  to  receive  profes- 
sional training.  Like  many  of  her  female 
colleagues,  she  specialized  in  garden 
design,  the  topic  of  her  acclaimed  book, 
The  Spirit  of  the  Garden.  When  first 
published  in  1923,  the  volume  was  both  a 
critical  and  a  commercial  success,  widely 
praised  for  its  articulation  of  the  architec- 
tural principles  of  garden  design.  "Every 
garden  lover,"  advised  one  contemporary 
reviewer,  "should  have  it  on  a  most 
convenient  table." 

Hutcheson  made  lavish  use  of 
photographs  of  her  own  garden  designs 
and  those  of  several  important  European 
examples  to  illustrate  the  concepts  she 
considered  fundamental  to  successful 
design.  Evocative  "before  and  after" 
images  attest  to  the  remarkable  effect  of 
plantings,  even  while  she  reminds  her 
readers  that  fine  design  depends  on 
comprehensive  planning  rather  than 
horticultural  rarity.  In  her  practice  and 
her  writings,  Hutcheson  championed  the 
use  of  native  plants  and  was  among  the 
first  to  urge  conservation  of  "our  vast 
natural  beauty." 

In  an  insightful  new  introduction, 
Rebecca  Warren  Davidson  explores 
Hutcheson's  motives  for  becoming  a 
landscape  architect.  In  Davidson's  view, 
Hutcheson  considered  fine  landscape 
design  an  instrument  of  social  change 
and  was  inspired  to  write  her  book  by  a 
Progressive-era  zeal.  Davidson  examines 
the  circumstances  of  Hutcheson's  entry 


into  MIT  in  1900  and  her  subsequent 
career  until  her  marriage  at  age  forty, 
when  she  retired  from  active  practice 
and  turned  to  writing  and  lecturing.

What  do  we  read  when  we  read  a  text? 
The  author's  words,  of  course,  but  is  that 
all?  The  prevailing  publishing  ethic  has 
insisted  that  typography — the  selection 
and  arrangement  of  type  and  other  visual 
elements  on  a  page — should  be  an 
invisible,  silent,  and  deferential  servant  to 
the  text  it  conveys. 

This  book  contests  that  conventional 
point  of  view.  Looking  at  texts  ranging 
from  the  King  James  Bible  to  contempo- 
rary comic  strips,  the  contributors  to 
Illuminating  Letters  examine  the  seldom 
considered  but  richly  revealing  relation- 
ships between  a  text's  typography  and  its 


literary  interpretation.  The  essays  assume 
no  previous  typographic  knowledge  or 
expertise;  instead  they  invite  readers 
primarily  concerned  with  literary  and 
cultural  meanings  to  turn  a  more  curious 
eye  to  the  visual  and  physical  forms  of  a 
specific  text  or  genre.  As  the  contributors 
show,  closer  inspection  of  those  forms 
can  yield  fresh  insights  into  the  signifi- 
cance of  a  text's  material  presentation, 
leading  readers  to  appreciate  better  how 
presentation  shapes  understandings  of 
the  text's  meanings  and  values. 

The  case  studies  included  in  the

Reading  is  an  everyday  activity  so  taken 
for  granted  that  it  seems  virtually 
invisible.  In  spite  of  its  ubiquity  in 
modern  life  (or  perhaps  because  of  its 
familiarity),  scholars  have  only  recently 
begun  paying  attention  to  its  develop- 
ment as  a  social  practice.  During  the 
nineteenth  century,  an  evolving  print 
culture  made  reading  an  essential  part  of 
Americans'  daily  routines.  To  date,  the 
history  of  American  reading  practices  has 
tended  to  focus  on  middle-class  white 
people  living  in  northeastern  cities  before 
1876.  Reading  on  the  Middle  Border  shifts 
the  focus  to  the  Midwest  and  broadens 
the  base  of  economic  classes  studied. 


Christine  Pawley  investigates  the  use 
of  print  by  "ordinary"  Americans  in 
the  small,  rural  community  of  Osage, 
Iowa — the  town  that  shaped  Hamlin 
Garland — analyzing  primary  source 
material  on  education,  religious  life,  a 
reading  club,  and  business  affairs.  A 
major  section  of  her  study  focuses  on  the 
public  library,  an  institution  that  provides 
a  valuable  window  into  the  reading 
practices  of  men  and  women  of  various 
ages,  classes,  ethnicities,  and  religions. 
An  extensive  database  of  library  circula- 
tion and  accessions  information, 
combined  with  federal  and  state  census 
data,  sheds  light  on  the  elusive  issue  of 
"Who  read  what?" 

Pawley  explores  the  ways  print 
confirmed  or  challenged  people's 
economic,  social,  and  religious  world, 
and  asks  what  values  print  expressed  or 
confronted.  She  also  raises  questions 
relating  to  modes  and  contexts  of 
reading,  distinguishing  between  groups 
and  individuals.  The  picture  of  print  in 
Osage  is  complex  and  defies  reduction, 
but  by  placing  print  in  a  community 


context  and  viewing  printed  materials  as 
an  expression  of  activities,  not  mere 
artifacts,  Pawley  enhances  our  under- 
standing of  the  role  of  reading  in 
American  culture.

In  analyzing  the  battle  over  realism 
and  the  gradual  shift  in  conventional
